Site plan 
approved 


> Council agrees to 
making amend¬ 
ments, removal 
of wrap-around 
balconies

The controversial Bay Beach 
project is moving forward, despite 
reluctance tan two councillors. 

At Monday's coundl-in-com- 
mittee meeting, local politicians 
revisited site plan approval for the 
12-storey condominium project 
after it was tabled the previous 

Site plans were passed with a 
5-2 vote, with councilors John Hill 
and Don Lubberts voting against 
the report 

After a handful of delegates 
who spoke about the project, 
council dove into the site plan 
report that had been paused last 

It was tabled at the Dec 5 coun- 
dl-in-committee meeting after 
concerns were raised by Lubberts 
on two matters. 

He is concerned with arcade 
columns and wrap-around ter¬ 
race balconies that are part of the 
plans, saying they will impede on 
the privacy of the nearest property 
owner to the west of the condo 
building and questioned whether 
or not this was part of the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB)'s ruling 
that Savoured the development

"There's nothing about 
arcade columns in the by¬ 
law,” said the Ward 5 coun- 

At first, Lubberts suggest¬ 
ed going back to the OMB 
for an answer, but director 
of community planning and 
development Rick Brady 
said it would be a moot 
action to take. 

"I'm certain the OMB is 
going to tell you they con¬ 
form to the zoning," he 
said. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley, who was chairing 
this portion of the meeting, 
warned that going back to 
the board might not provide 
Lubberts the details he 
seeks. 

"Going back to the OMB 
might not do that," said 
Steckley. 

Brady did admit that 
council does have the 
authority to make adjust¬ 
ments to the site plan as it 


sees fit, such as eliminating 
the columns and wrap 
around balconies. 

"That's an option council 
would have at its disposal if 
they wanted to make it a 
condition of the site plan," 
said Brady. 

But the Molinaro Group, 
the developer that makes 
the second half of the part¬ 
nership with the municipal¬ 
ity, will have the option to 
challenge the revision. 

"It would be up to the 
Molinaros to decide if they 
want to take it to the board," 
said Brady. 

Lubberts stated he want¬ 
ed to see changes made to 
by-law 26-10 to remove the 
columns from the plan. 

Brady interjected, saying 
it would be an extremely 
long process involving pub¬ 
lic meetings, a review pro¬ 
cess and perhaps another 
OMB hearing. He said 
Lubberts' inquiry could be 
settled by adjusting the 
report, rather than going 
through another drawn out 
process. 


"It is to no purpose. The 
purpose can be met by deal¬ 
ing with the site plan this 
evening," said Brady. 

Council eventually voted 
in favour of approving the 
site plan, subject to the 
removal of the wrap around 
balconies that were to face 
the west, along with arcade 
columns that Lubberts feels 
will impede too much on 
the neighbouring property 
line. 

The second reason the 
report was tabled from the 
Dec. 5 council-in-commit- 
tee meeting, was that both 
Lubberts and Ward 4 Coun. 
John Hill were seeking more 
clarification on the position 
of the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
(NPCA), relating to the loca¬ 
tion of the public wash¬ 
rooms facilities at the site. 

In an email correspon¬ 
dence obtained by the 
Times, the same concerns 
were raised by Marcia 
Carlyn, a Crystal Beach resi¬ 
dent who has been strongly 
opposed to the project. 


She wrote to Paul Bond, a 
senior watershed planner 
with the NPCA, questioning 
the process of choosing a 
location for the washrooms, 
which were originally 
planned to be on the old 
'dance hall' foundation. 
Now, they will be smaller 
and moved further inland 
on the site, closer to the 
condo building. 

"Reference to the location 
of the washroom facility on 
the existing foundation was 
specific to ensure that the 
facility proposed was not 
any larger than the original. 
That would be contrary to 
NPCA policy," wrote Bond. 

"The NPCA has no objec¬ 
tion to a reduced size facility 
located further back from 
the lake," he added. 

Mayor Doug Martin, a 
supporter of the develop¬ 
ment since its introduction, 
says he is glad this hurdle 
has been jumped and looks 
forward to his council pay¬ 
ing attention to other mat¬ 
ters in Greater Fort Erie.

much time on Bay Beach, 
now we can get back to busi¬ 
ness as usual," said Martin. 

Earlier this year, a group 
of appellants filed a state¬ 
ment of claim, claiming the 
purchase and sale agree¬ 
ment between the developer 
and the Town of Fort Erie 
was not handled properly. 

Although this is a related 
issue, Martin said it is no 
reason to pause site plan 
approvals. 

Under the Ontario 
Planning Act, when an 


application is made for site 
plans on a development, a 
30-day window is given for 
approvals to be made. 

The application was made 
by the Molinaro Group in 
June and Martin said they 
have been more than 
patient. 

"It's been six months. For 
anyone to say we're trying to 
rush this through, we're def¬ 
initely not," said Martin. 

"We've gone through this 
very methodically," he 
added. 

Legal proceedings related 
to the purchase and sale 
agreement will begin in 
February. 

An overall benefit permit 
also still needs to be granted 
by the NPCA, relating to the 
Fowler's Toad, an endan¬ 
gered species that exists 
along Great Lakes shore- 

A habitat has been set 
aside to accommodate the 
toads and council will con¬ 
sider its layout when the 
permit is submitted by the 
NPCA.

Monday's council meeting... 
when site plans were slighdy 
adjusted and approved. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts has been what I

Maybe this bothered me 
because the meeting lasted 
until 12:30 a.m. and I hadn't 
enjoyed a meal since about 
3 p.m. the previous day.

Dear Editor, 

I am writing this letter in 
support of the Canadian 
Motor Speedway (CMS). 
There are many economic 
and social reasons why this 
world class facility would 
benefit the town, region, 
province and Canada. This 
project would not only make 
Fort Erie a destination, but 
would help existing attrac¬ 
tions such as The Fort Erie 
Race Track and Slots, as well 
as the other historical, cul¬ 
tural and natural attractions 
in the area. These race week¬ 
end trips are vacations for 
many, where visitors experi¬ 
ence local attractions, shop¬ 
ping and restaurants as well 
as the track. On a satellite 
radio station March 2011, 
Steve Beshear, the Governor 
of Kentucky (a State also 
known for horse racing) was 
discussing how great it has 
been to have NASCAR and 
other racing at the Kentucky 
Speedway. The Governor 
said that he expected the 
three day race weekend to 
bring $150 million into the 
State of Kentucky. Even if 
CMS brings in a few million, 
wouldn’t that be better than 

Whether it’s the motors- 
port competitors and hobby¬ 
ists, race enthusiasts, charity 
or corporate events in town; 
local businesses will benefit! 
Word travels fast about the 
excellent local restaurant or 
where to get groceries or gas. 
Any increase in sales will help 
justify hours, shifts, and jobs 
and could help to keep a busi- 
ness open if one weekend 
pays a few months of expens¬ 
es. Local businesses could 
gain operating contracts for 
advertising, catering, print¬ 
ing, landscaping and mainte¬ 
nance, to name a few. Any 
business could also sponsor a 


drives motor racing and 
sponsors see a return on their 
investments because of the 
media coverage, brand rec¬ 
ognition and of course the 
loyal fans. There are advertis¬ 
ing opportunities on banners 
and billboards around the 
track facility and promotional 
booths can be set up in the 
Fan Zone area. Meet and 
Greets or driver autograph 
signing sessions at local busi¬ 
nesses such as Canadian Tire 
will bring people to the store. 
There won't be 43 cars on the 
track every night and there 
won’t be 60,000 people in 
town every weekend. There 
are plenty of ways for the 
track to be successful with 
only a few (or even no) 
engines running on the track 
and many ways to benefit the 
community. 

As for job creation, any new 
jobs are a benefit! I've heard 
comments complaining 
about low employment num¬ 
bers at other major U.S. tracks. 
Those tracks are part of two 
larger companies: 

International Speedway 
Corporation and Speedway 
Motorsports Inc. that own 
several tracks each and have 
centralized Ticket Sales, 
Planning, Marketing, Public 
Relations, Human Resources 
andAccountingDepartments. 
I have also heard that 'volun¬ 
teers’ are 'used' at tracks as a 
negative to job creation. In 
some cases they are volun¬ 
teering their time so that the 
revenue from the parking lots 
(for example) can be donated 
to their organization. Imagine 
The Lions, Kinsmen, Jaycees, 
Optimists, COPE or other 
local charitable organizations 
receiving thousands of dol¬ 
lars for a day of volunteering. 

Motorsports involvement 
in the community and contri¬ 
butions to charity and local 
fundraising is unbelievable. 
Last August, Jeff Gordon and 


his Children’s Foundation 
Pediatric Cancer Research 
Fund hosted his 10th Annual 
bowling fundraiserthat raised 
about $300,000. Last March, 
Angie and Mike Skinner held 
a charity event at Daytona 
International Speedway that 
included an auction, a poker 
night and a golf tournament. 
They raised $125,000 for 
Volusia County charities such 
as the local Animal Shelter, 
Food Bank and the 
‘Speediatrics’ wing of the hos¬ 
pital. In the Fan Zone at 
Pocono Raceway, a ball toss 
booth raised $90,000 for local 
firefighters in one race week¬ 
end. Races that are spon¬ 
sored by and named after 
medical organizations like 
the Autism Speaks 300 in 
Dover, Delaware raise money 
and awareness. Tracks also 
host events such as blood 
drives, where you donate 
blood and get a ride around 
the track. After natural disas¬ 
ters devastated parts of the 
U.S., local tracks have hosted 
Red Cross functions where 
money is donated and you 
get to drive your own car on 
die track. 

Race tracks like Infineon 
Raceway in Sonoma, 
California (in the middle of 
wine country), or Pocono 
Raceway (Pennsylvania) and 
Watkins Glen International 
(New York) are located in 
much more pristine and frag¬ 
ile natural environments than 
us. Those locations are desti¬ 
nations for nature lovers even 
when there isn’t a race at the 
track. CMS is going to be a 
new state-of-the-art facility 
that will not only be built with 
the environment in mind, but 
is being promoted and show¬ 
cased as a Carbon-Neutral 
track. It has been designed in 
a way to respect existing envi¬ 
ronmental features on the 
entire 820 acres of land while 
enhancing natural vegetation 


with beautiful landscaping to 
further promote co-existence 
between the natural and 
mechanized world. The 
McMaster University 
Research and Development 
Center which will be located 
at the Speedway, could make 
Fort Erie part of ground¬ 
breaking Green Technology. 
NASCAR itself is going green 
similar to IndyCar and many 
other forms of racing by 
switching to ethanol fuel this 
year (Sunoco Green E15 is a 
15-percent ethanol blend 
using ethanol from com 
grown by farmers); and next 
year will be going to fuel- 
injection. Watkins Glen 
International even has a fi¬ 
acre Solar Panel field that 
powers the track facility and 


approximately 1000 local res¬ 
idents. If CMS is creating a 
facility to promote develop¬ 
ment of greener racing tech¬ 
nologies, it should be sup¬ 
ported even more by the few 
that have appealed it simply 
because it aims to generate a 
greener solution for the entire 
industry. 

We have been to tracks in 
nature areas, in the middle of 
cities and in the middle of 
farmland. On a daily basis, 
these residents are not affect¬ 
ed negatively by the track. To 
be honest, you wouldn’t even 
know it was there, but the 
residents of these towns really 
look forward to race week¬ 
ends and welcome race fans. 
Imagine the most successful 
Friendship Festival...yes, 


there’s more traffic in town 
for a couple days, but the 
thousands of people that 
come into town will bring 
their money and support and 
highlight our Town on a glob¬ 
al level. Once the weekend is 
over, life goes back to normal. 
For local residents who par¬ 
ticipate in or attend track 
events weekly, monthly, or 
annually; the track provides a 
place for families to get 
together and make family 
memories and traditions, 
generation after generation.

All water and wastewater related fees and charges as provided for under By-law No. 14-11 are proposed to 
increase proportionately according to the table above including base rates for various metre sizes. 

The total combined increase per typical customer using 16 cubic metres per month is $4.17 or 4.40%. 
Rationale 

The Town’s proposed 2012 Water and Wastewater Budget includes gross billings of $15.9 million to Fort Erie 
water/wastewater customers. The increased customer billing rates for 2012 are based on estimated billings for 
treatment costs from the Region of Niagara of $9.2 million. The Region approved the treatment rates on 
December 1,2011. The 2012 Water and Wastewater Base and Consumption rates will be increased effective with 
billings issued after February 1,2012. 

The new rate structure reflects Council's commitment to the replacement of water/wastewater pipelines and 
programs to eliminate basement flooding and wastewater overflows in the environment and to reduce ground 
water infiltration into the system.

Canada and U.S support 
Beyond the Border Action Plan 


The Canadian and U.S. 
federal governments are 
coming together to sup¬ 
port improvements at the 
Peace Bridge. 

Last week, both coun¬ 
tries agreed to the Beyond 
the Border Action Plan, an 
agreement that would see 
more of a shared agree¬ 
ment and responsibility 
for enhanced security and 
efficient access for legiti¬ 
mate movement of people, 
goods and services. 

Three issues will be 
addressed such as the pri¬ 
oritization of border infra¬ 
structure. 

A five-year investment 
plan for the Peace Bridge 
that will be updated annu¬ 
ally by both Canada and 
the U.S. to ease congestion 
of traffic crossing at the 

The first co-ordinated 
infrastructure plan will be 
competed by June 2012. 

Wait times at Northern 
Border crossings are errat¬ 
ic and act as a deterrent to 
increased economic activ¬ 
ity. The Action Plan 
requires Customs and 
Border Protect and the 
Canadian Border Services 


Agency to establish a real 
time border wait time 
information system, begin¬ 
ning by June 30, 2012, and 
implemented over the next 
three years at the busiest 
border crossings to pro¬ 
vide travelers with accu¬ 
rate information so they 
can plan accordingly. 
Aimed at decreasing wait 
times, increasing the use 
of RFID technology at the 
Peace Bridge Plaza in 
Ontario to promote the use 
of documents like 
enhanced drivers licenses, 
passport cards, and NEXUS 
cards. 

The Action Plan calls for 
the implementation of a 
truck cargo facilitation 
pilot project at Northern 
Border crossings to ease 
wait times for commercial 
traffic. 

To begin in 2012, it will 
serve as the basis for 
reducing idle trucks at 
border crossings. 

The Peace Bridge Plaza 
would be a top contender 
for this pilot. 
Recommendations also 
include integrating cargo 
security and screening to 
ensure compatibility for 


goods entering the U.S. 
and Canada from foreign 
ports, reducing duplica¬ 
tion and encouraging 
cooperation. 

To reduce border con¬ 
gestion, it establishes tar¬ 
geted prescreening and 
preclearance capabilities 
for select companies that 
produce goods within 
either the United States or 
Canada and rely on cross 
border transport in the 
stream of commerce. 

In a press release issued 
by the Buffalo and Fort 
Erie Public Bridge 
Authority (PBA), both 
countries were applauded 
for renewed commitment 
to improve the functional¬ 
ity of border crossings. 

"Several notable aspects 
of the accord will have very 
specific application at the 
Peace Bridge Corridor and 
help the PBA reduce con¬ 
gestion, while expediting 
the movement of legiti¬ 
mate goods and people," 
said a PBA spokesperson 
in the release. 

The PBA is also pleased 
to see the inclusion of a 
truck cargo inspection 
pilot program in the plan.
